Samuel Finley Morse, whose name has 
become synonymous with the Morse code, 
is a somewhat different person. Fame 
appears to have been the spur which drove his 
life. He sought recognition first as an artist. To 
further his career he went to England where he 
studied and painted but failed to achieve a rep- 
utation. His father was reluctant to continue his 
support and Morse eventually returned to 
America to pursue other interests. Among his 
later activities was the invention of the electrical 
telegraph. It was a surprising achievement for 
an artist who had shown no previous interest in 
electricity. 

There are two stories concerning the prove- 
nance of his invention and patent application, 
They both stem from a conversation he over- 
heard on shipboard in 1832. According to 
Morse, it was about a paper recently published 
by Michael Faraday about magnetism and elec- 
tricity. Inspired by what he heard, Morse went to 
his cabin and in a moment of inspiration, 
entered into his journal the design for the tele- 
graph. The abrupt change of interest and sud- 
den insight were accepted as evidence that he 
was possessed of a genius comparable to Watt, 
Gauss, Newton and other scientists and inven- 
tors. 

The journal is not available. Several years 
later, while being questioned during litigation 
concerning the patent for the telegraph, Morse 
quoted from it freely. Asked to produce the jour- 
nal, he demurred. The next day he reported that 
the journal had been destroyed in a house fire. 

An alternative explanation concerns the 
content of the shipboard conversation. The talk 
may not have been about Faraday but rather a 
professor at Western College, later Princeton 
University, named John Henry. He was a 
respected scientific investigator who enjoyed 
making working models derived from theories 
for use in his teaching. One of these was an 
electrical signaling device. Henry had strung 
wires about the college campus and could send 
messages along this “network.” He was not the 
first to do so: Charles Wheatstone and William 


Cooke had similar schemes in England and 
there were reports of a telegraph in Germany 
where Carl Friedrich Gauss had developed a 
working system and a code to go with it. 

Morse visited Henry who showed Morse his 
system and allowed him to makes notes and 
sketches. In 1838 Morse was awarded a patent 
for the telegraph. Was it the result of a moment 
of inspiration by a brilliant artist or was it simply 
based on Henry's work? 

Henry was not interested in patenis. It is 
said that he thought patents worked against the 
sharing of information which he considered 
essential for scientific progress. Morse, howev- 
er, had shown an early interest in the patent 
process: he had attempted to patent a marble 
cutting machine while in England. 

Lacking opposition, Morse's application for 
a patent was granted. Like Bell, Morse spent 
much of his later life defending his patent 
against the claims of others. He acknowledged 
that his invention was made “with the assis- 
tance of” Joseph Henry. He did not have a part- 
ner, as Bell did, who had the skill and connec- 
tions to assemble private investors. Morse 
turned to the government. David Bodanis writes 
“It took Morse several years — and judicious 
financial involvement with key members of 
Congress — before he secured enough govern- 
ment funds actually to build a large, working 
prototype of his telegraph device." 

If we may indulge in a moment of techno- 
logical determinism, the telegraph, together with 
the railroad, windmill driven water pump and 
barbed wire fencing, became one of the 
engines that drove the development of the 
American West. It became, as well, the instru- 
ment which enabled financial markets to 
become national in scope. It helped shape the 
nation. Like Bell, Morse faced years of litigation 
culminating in a court appearance in which, 
pressed to show the journals he said proved the 
provenance of the telegraph, he resorted to the 
invention of a house fire which he claimed 
destroyed them. His public reputation rests 
upon the telegraphic code which bears his 


name and is in use to this day. 

Like Bell, his public reputation was based 
upon his talent as an Inventor, not his skill in 
manipulating patent applications. But, also like 
Bell, it appears that, although the telegraph was 
derived from the work of many, the patent 
application was based on the work of Henry. 
Bodanis asks “Did it matter that he had largely 
stolen the idea for his invention?”.’ 


Radio 

The third member of our group, Guglielmo 
Marconi, was a relative latecomer to the crowd- 
ed field of inventors concerned with radio. Some 
must have thought the race to the patent office 
was finished before he entered: Oliver Lodge, a 
professor at Liverpool University, had heen 
experimenting with wireless telegraphy for sev- 
eral years. In 1896 he was granted a British 
patent for his apparatus including the coherer 
later used by Marconi. In Canada Reginald 
Fessenden was studying both wireless telegra- 
phy and radiotelephony. It is possible he sent 
musical signals in the mid-1890s. Americans 
were also in the race, notably Amos Dolbear. He 
received an American patent for his wireless 
system in 1885. Even this was not among the 
earliest developments of radio. In 1866 Mahlon 
Loomis sent signals between mountains in 
Pennsylvania. He received a patent in 1873. 

The most notable experimenter, Nikola 
Tesla, later waged a continuing battle with 
Marconi concerning the American patent. One 
of the most interesting of the people concerned 
with radio was Nathan Stubblefield. A Kentucky 
farmer, he did not publish his claim and was 
reluctant to join with others who might have 
provided capital for the development of his 
ideas. In Scotland, India, Germany and else- 
where experimenters were developing similar 
schemes. In short, the field was crowded. 

Marconi had demonstrated a wireless sys- 
tem in his native Italy but his offer to give it to 
the Italian government was turned down, His 
mother contacted relatives in Scotland and 
England who invited him to visit and gave him 
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valuable advice and introductions. 

One of these introductions was to William 
Preece, an inventor who headed the Post Office. 
Preece was attempting to establish a monopoly 
of communication systems in the kingdom and 
overseas. Seeing promise in Marconi's work 
and finding the young man personally congen- 
ial, he underwrote experiments in which 
Marconi demonstrated his apparatus. They had 
a gentleman's agreement that, if the experi- 
ments were promising, the Post Office would 
have first right of refusal to purchase it. 

The experiments were successful and 
received widespread coverage in the press. His 
mother's family, the Jamesons and another 
Scottish family who had accumulated a fortune 
in the distillery business, the Haigs, offered to 
underwrite a new company to exploit Marconi's 
devices and allow him to conduct further exper- 
iments. Marconi accepted their proposal and 
broke his informal agreement with Preece. This 
led to an intense animosity between British 
Marconi and both the Post Office and members 
of Parliament that continued for decades. 
Marconi was seen as an opportunist and Preece 
as a naive bureaucrat who did not protect the 
government's interests. 

Marconi's British patent was the subject of 
similar disputes. In June 1896 he applied for a 
patent. It was granted on July 2, 1897, and 
received a critical reaction. Hugh Aitken has 
written “there was nothing in Marconi's patent 
that was new in concept, with the single excep- 
tion of the vertical wire used for transmission.” 
Marconi did not claim originality; rather his 
patent application was for “improvements” in 
existing technology. Aitken continues: 


/t would have been difficult indeed for Marconi 
to prove that he literally was the first to “invent” 
what this claim, or most of the other 18 claims, 
described. ... He was the first to claim these 
methods, these Pieces of equipment, these cir- 
cuits, as property and under British law that 
was what counted.’ 


The company, British Marconi, was reviled 
by many, but Marconi's continuing research and 
flair for publicity insulated him personally from 
the criticism. He became, for generations of 
radio operators, an exemplar of the scientist 
who could apply theories to practical problems. 
Above all, for them, he was a “radio man” par 
excellence. 

If he was not a creator of new concepts or 
devices, what was the nature of his accomplish- 
ment? Aitken gives him measured praise 
because “he translated laboratory hardware into 
a technological system that could serve practi- 


cal needs.” 

Marconi's public reputation was based in 
large part upon his claim that he and his 
employees received signals from Poldhu, 
Cornwall, UK on Signal Hill, Newfoundland on 
December 12, 1901. This was one of a series 
of tests Marconi conducted in his attempts to 
increase the distance over which radio signals 
could be sent and received. He reported that his 
employees in Newfoundland heard three clicks 
at the time the Cornwall station was sending 
them. There are historic markers in Poldhu, 
Signal Hill, Cape Cod and Italy noting his 
achievement. There are Marconi museums, 
amateur radio clubs, scholarships and research 
awards. 

Word spread among radio engineers, how- 
ever, that the event may not have occurred! 
Computer-generated reconstructions of propa- 
gation at the time indicate it was poor, and 
thunderstorms in the region of Canada's east 
coast probably created a high radio frequency 
noise level. Calculations suggest the signal 
could not have been heard on the chosen fre- 
quency with the equipment they were using. 

In an attempt to solve the riddle, amateur 
radio operators have attempted to reconstruct 
the event by sending signals from Poldhu at 
roughly twice the frequency Marconi claimed 
and antennas somewhat like his. One of the 
experimenters, Steve Nichols, said their suc- 
cessful experiment indicated Marconi's claim 
“entered the realm of true feasibility”.'° Others 
noted that the modern equipment used was not 
available to Marconi. Did they receive signals 
from across the ocean? tt is extremely unlikely, 
but a negative cannot be proven. The continuing 
debate has helped to solidify the positions of 
both those who see him as an opportunist with 
a gift for promotion and those who view him as 
“a radio man” of heroic stature. 

Marconi was, in the popular mind, “the 
father of radio" in much the way that Bell was 
the father of the telephone and Morse of the 
telegraph. The comparison is ironically appropri- 
ate. Each took advantage of large funding, 
whether private or governmental, extensive pub- 
lic relations efforts and shrewd litigation to 
secure his patent. In each case crucial informa- 
tion in the patent application was stolen or 
copied. In each case the patent helped to create 
fortunes and had an enormous social impact. 

The question raised by all of this is: does 
the success of these institutions justify or 
excuse the thefts upon which they were based? 

In private dealings these would be consid- 
ered, at best, ethical shortcomings. In each 
case, however, the patent was used to create 
substantial corporations. The question is: does 


the industrial success justify or excuse any 
claim that might be made against the patent 
holders on ethical grounds? 

It is tempting to say that without the efforts 
of these men and their backers the fields might 
have remained the province of amateur experi- 
menters. In this view there would have no wire- 
less industry without Marconi, no telephone 
industry without Bell and no telegraph industry 
without Morse. We can't know what might have 
been, but the assumption that no other person 
or organization would have stepped forward is 
dubious. 

The view that, despite their ethical short- 
comings, they provided a greater good that 
benefited millions is, superficially persuasive. 
That is why biographers and textbook writers 
have accepted it. At its core, however, lies an 
interesting phenomenon. Aitken observed “By 
1896 .. , the technology of the radio was ripe 
for just the kind of entrepreneurial thrust that 
Marconi brought to it.” In each case the person 
who had access to substantial capital (Marconi 
and Bell) was successful at the expense of 
those who did not (Lodge, Gray). 

What we have encountered is a unique con- 
junction of an invention that had reached a 
marketable level of maturity, capital and busi- 
nessmen seeking an opportunity for investment 
and an inventor possessed of what Aitken terms 
“entrepreneurial thrust.” Might and daring were 
necessary , of course, but was it necessary to 
use the work of others without reimbursement? 
Honore de Balzac, in his widely quoted and par- 
aphrased aphorism, may have said it most 
aptly: “Every great fortune is built upon a great 
crime.” That may be an over-reaching general- 
ization, but, in these three cases, it does seem 
to apply. 
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Q. Your column about your 1954 station really rang a 
bell with me. | had nearly an identical setup for a 
ham station in 1951 when | got my license. My first 
receiver was also a Hallicrafters $-40 and | had built 
the Eldico TR-75 transmitter kit. | had a whole flock 
of surplus xtals with a few of them in the 40 meter 
CW band. | was 20 years old at the time. 

| was a projectionist at a drive-in theatre. | got my 
license in the mail that day but | didn't have time to 
put the TR-75 on the air. So all evening while work- 
ing | was getting more and more excited about mak- 
ing my first CW contact. | got off work about 2 am 
rushed home and shaking like a leaf | put out my 
first CQ on 40 meters. | no sooner signed and a W6 
answered. He was wonderful, patient with this new 
nervous ham. Would you believe that fellow was 
also a projectionist at a drive-in theatre! | could 
have fallen off my stool. From that time on | was off 
and running. 


W3BE-O-GRAM: We came into ham radio near the end 
of an era where anyone who used a commercially manu- 
factured transmitter was not accepted as a real ham. 
Those kit transmitters provided a necessary transition step. 


Q. We are planning a military-civilian full-scale pre- 
paredness drill. About 70-80 agencies, 5000 or so 
people, will come together to do a bio-terrorist 
attack scenario. | have been appointed to call up an 
amateur radio backup net. What is the possibility of 
the FCC issuing an Emergency Communications 
Declaration? 


A. Unlikely. There is no provision in Part 97 authorizing 
an FCC office to issue an emergency communications dec- 
laration in the event of a real disaster, let alone a drill. 

You probably have in mind a former rule that allowed a 
request for a declaration of a temporary state of emer- 
gency to be directed to the engineer in charge of the FCC 
field office in the area concerned when a disaster had 
occurred that disrupted normal communication systems. 

When granted, it overrode, for a short period, Section 
97.101(b) which stipulates (1) that no frequency will be 
assigned for the exclusive use of any station and (2) each 
station licensee and each control operator must cooperate 
in selecting transmitting channels and in making the most 
effective use of the amateur service frequencies. Even 


when granted, that declaration applied only in places 
where the FCC regulates our amateur service. 

That now-deleted rule was apparently redundant with 
the still codified Section 97.101(c): At all times and on all 
frequencies, each control operator must give priority to 
stations providing emergency communications, except to 
stations transmitting communications for training drills and 
tests in RACES. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Your approval for the exclusive use of 
certain channels must come from the amateur operators 
otherwise entitled to them. Our repeater system channel- 
ing arrangement, for example, is based upon such a near- 
unanimous concession. 


Q. | have been informed that 47 U.S.C. Section 606, 
specifically subparagraph (c), in effect will get some- 
times close to an ECD. Is this so? 


A. Not close enough for your purposes. Section 706 of the 
Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 47 U.S.C. 
606, gives the President the right to invoke special War 
Emergency Powers. It is the basis for Section 97.407 which 
says that in the event of an emergency that necessitates 
invoking the President's War Emergency Powers, RACES 
stations and amateur stations participating in RACES may 
only transmit on the frequency segments authorized pur- 
suant to Part 214, PROCEDURES FOR THE USE AND 
COORDINATION OF THE RADIO SPECTRUM DURING A 
WARTIME EMERGENCY. 

Should the President issue such a proclamation, the 
Director of the White House Office of Science and 
Telecommunications Policy will take charge and issue such 
policy guidance, rules, regulations, procedures, and direc- 
tives as may be necessary to assure effective frequency 
usage during wartime emergency conditions. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: During World War Il, the amateur 
service was shut down completely. Let's hope it never 
comes to that again. 


Q. If a declaration is not an option, what can we sim- 
ulate in our large scale Federal-military-local emer- 
gency drill? 


A. Simulate as you find necessary, keeping in mind that 
your network will be comprised of amateur stations and 
their control operators utilizing our amateur service spec- 
trum authorized under Part 97 for our purpose. Our serv- 
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The Rules Say... 


ice is for the purpose of self-training, intercommunication 
and technical investigations carried out by amateurs, that 
is, duly authorized persons interested in radio technique 
solely with a personal aim and without pecuniary interest. 
See Section 97.3(a)(4). 

When in doubt about the propriety of transmitting any 
questionable communications, consult BE Informed No. 3 
SECTION 97.113 SMELL TEST. Your station should never be 
used for any communication unless “No” can be 
answered truthfully and completely for each and every one 
of eleven pointed questions. 

Although probably perceived widely as but a mere 
hobby, our amateur service is, in fact, a legitimate radio 
service recognized domestically and internationally and for 
which some highly valued public spectrum resources are 
allocated. 

The federal and military emergency service agencies, on 
the other hand, will be communicating on government 
spectrum allocated specifically for their purposes and the 
local government emergency service providers will be com- 
municating on the Private Land Mobile Radio Service spec- 
trum authorized for their purposes under FCC Part 90. 

The rules in Part 97 are designed to provide an amateur 
radio service, in places where it is regulated by the FCC, 
having a fundamental purpose as expressed in five princi- 
ples, the first of which is recognition and enhancement of 
the value of the amateur service to the public as a volun- 
tary noncommercial communication service, particularly 
with respect to providing emergency communications. See 
Section 97.1(a). 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Our amateur service seems to best 
provide the public with emergency communications 
through our ad hoc networks using our unique array of 
“abilities:” know-how capability, situational adaptability, 
technical flexibility, operator availability, et al. They exist 
because of the relatively unstructured nature of our com- 
munications and our hands-on familiarity with the underly- 
ing technology. No other radio service comes close to our 
amateur service in these abilities. 

Most certainly we should contribute our abilities when- 
ever normal communication systems are inadequate to 
meet the public’s need for emergency communications in 
the wake of a disaster. But we should be careful not to be 
misperceived as proving the notion that government spec- 
trum managers have erred by allocating far too much to 
our amateur service at the expense of the government 
public emergency service providers. While the public 
appreciates the work of our police, firepersons, emergency 
medical technicians, etc., not nearly as many people are as 
convinced that our amateur service is similarly worthwhile. 
Don’t let your actions bolster the spectrum sharks’ argu- 
ments. 

Also bothersome is the fact that we must disrupt the 
communications on-going in our amateur service by super- 
imposing on it communications in support of federal agen- 
cies that have access to their own government spectrum. 
Rather than load our allocation with government commu- 
nications, the wiser model to follow is that employed by 


the Military Affiliate Radio System wherein over 5,000 ama- 
teur operators use their apparatus for transmitting on gov- 
ernment channels. 


Q. The call sign prefix “B” is assigned to China. 
Because the self-assigned indicator rule in Section 
97.119(c) also applies to beacon stations, “/B” should 
not be used to indicate a beacon. Yet it is. As an 
AAOO, when should | start sending out cards? 


A. Being one of the functions of the Amateur Auxiliary, 
your AA Official Observers should have begun doing what- 
ever needs to be done in order to encourage rule compli- 
ance on March 28, 1983, when the AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE ARRL AND THE FCC WITH RESPECT TO AMATEUR 
VOLUNTEERS was signed. See BE Informed No. 26. We 
must rely upon you and the other AAOOs in order to keep 
our rule compliance record at a high level. 


Q. Could you tell me when the FCC changed the rules 
to allow amplifiers to be sold that will cover 10 and 
12 meters? 


A. That rule change became effective December 15, 2006. 
In the Report and Order in PR Docket 04-140, Sections 
97.315 and 97.317 were amended to allow manufacturers 
to market RF power amplifiers that are capable of operat- 
ing in the 12m and 10m amateur bands. Such products 
must be designed to avoid operation on CB Radio Service 
frequencies. Manufacturers must certify that their power 
amplifiers are not capable of, and are not easily modifiable 
to provide, amplification between 26 MHz and 28 MHz 
prior to the grant of an FCC equipment certification. 


Q. When a club's license expires, its repeater has to 
go off the air. When the trustee becomes a silent key, 
obviously a new trustee needs to be appointed and 
the license modified accordingly. When the trustee 
dies, however, does the repeater have to go off until 
the new trustee is appointed and the license modified 
to reflect the new trustee? 


A. That would be one way to comply with Section 
97.5(a)(1), which requires that the station apparatus must 
be under the physical control of a person named in an 
amateur station license grant on the ULS. No one should 
reasonably expect a dead person to have under control 
amateur station apparatus, or anything else, for that mat- 
ter. 

For the repeater to remain on the air legitimately, a cur- 
rent station licensee would have to take on the responsibili- 
ty for compliance with Section 97.5(a)(1) until such time as 
the club is granted a modified license showing a new 
trustee.

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The Rules Say... 


Q. Can this be done by the club's leadership simply 
designating someone in writing as the "Trustee" until 
they get the license modified to show the new 
trustee? 


A. No. The call sign transmitted in the ID announcements 
required by Section 97.119 would have to be that assigned 
to the primary station of the person taking on the respon- 
sibility for proper operation of the repeater.

Our very interesting Guest Speaker Wes Schum, 
WODYY, (& wife Marge, K9EMP), was introduced 
by Bob May, K4SE. A short Bio of Wes Schum, W9DYV, 
follows: Wes Schum, W9DYV, and Central Electronics ~ 
By Bob May, K4SE. 

Wes Schum, W9DYYV, is best known in amateur radio 
as the founder and CEO of Central Electronics in 
Chicago, IL. Wes was an early proponent of single side- 
band and he wanted to share his passion with other radio 
amateurs. In the early 1950s, Central Electronics intro- 
duced the world's first multiband (160-10 meter) single 
sideband exciter, the 10A (10 watts PEP). The first QST 
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The fine members of Chapter 182. 


advertisement for the 10A appeared in the September, 
1952 issue, although the unit was available for sale 
before that. The 10A was a phasing-type exciter requiring 
a separate plug-in coil for each band. It used the hetero- 
dyning principle of mixing a crystal frequency with the 
exciter's 9 MHz. internal oscillator/modulator to generate 
a single sideband signal on a ham radio frequency. 

There is an interesting story that involves the Collins 
Radio Co. and the 10A. When the 10A was first intro- 
duced, Collins did not manufacture any single sideband 
ham radio equipment. When word got out that Central 
Electronics had "beaten Collins to the punch", Art Collins, 
WOCXX, Collins CEO, called Wes Schum on the phone 
and asked if he could buy a 10A. The 10A was sold both 
in kit form and factory built. Wes told Art that Central was 
behind on orders for factory built 1OA's and Art would 
have to wait in line like everyone else. "However," Wes 
said, "We have some kits available." "We can send you 
one of those if you think you have someone who can build 
it". Art said, "| think we can manage!" 

Years later, Wes found out that the Collins engineers 
ignored the manual when the 10A arrived in Cedar 
Rapids, IA. The kit was built from the schematic. However, 
it didn't work when it was first tested in the Collins Lab. 
Eventually, one of the Collins engineers remarked, "Why 
don't we read the manual?" It was only after they looked 
at the manual that they realized the exciter used the het- 
erodyning principle. With the right crystals, it worked as 
advertised. If you have ever had or used any Collins sin- 
gle sideband equipment, you can thank Wes Schum, 
Central Electronics and the diminutive 10A! 

Working with Nick Tusa, K5EF, Wes is in the process 
of writing a complete autobiography. Bob May, KASE, 
had a chance to look at some of the draft data and found 
it fascinating. Wes has a tremendous story to tell, much of 
it about his involvement with amateur radio and even 
more about his other activities as well. Whenever the 
book is finished and published, it will be a "must read"!

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Random Recollections of an Old Ham 


Heading Out To The Canadian Highway

A Journalistic History of The Life and Times in Amateur Radio of George Hart, WINJM

One time we took a combined vacation and business trip - 
something | did often during my 40 years with ARRL 
headquarters, but this time we had the two boys with us. 
We spent a couple of days in the Adirondacks, then | had 
club meetings in Rochester, Buffalo, Hamilton (Ont.), and 
Toronto. In Toronto a caravan of about 12 cars, all 
equipped with 75-meter mobile, was formed for the trip 
to North Bay, where a hamfest was scheduled. It was 
quite a procession, the cars strung out for several miles, all 
in touch with each other on a spot frequency outside the 
U.S. 75-meter phone band where VE phone could operate 
but U.S. phones could not. | had obtained a Canadian 
permit and thus while in Canada could use their "privi- 
leged sanctuary," as some Americans sneeringly called it. 
We took turns making short transmissions on the frequen- 
cy. If one car did not show up for his turn, the car behind 
was asked to investigate. Sometimes the whole caravan 
would thus stop to render assistance to the recalcitrant 
car. As we neared North Bay contact was made with Jack 
Barnaby, VE3TX, who was the principal organizer of the 
convention. Jack and | switched to another frequency so 
he could give me directions to the cabin he had rented for 
me on Lake Nipissing, for after the hamfest we were to 
spend a week on the lake on vacation. 


The cabin turned out to be quite isolated and primitive. 
The owner was a wizened old gent who showed us where 
the outhouse was, where the icehouse was where we 
could obtain ice for the small icebox in the cabin. Cooking 
facilities consisted of a two-burner hot plate and an 
assortment of pots and pans, metal cutlery and ceramic 
dishes. The cabin was small, consisting of a single room 
with a double bed and a bunk bed and a chest of draw- 
ers. No plumbing. A hand pump was available nearby 
from which drinking and cooking water could be drawn; 
or, our landlord told us, we could use the lake water, 
which was quite pure. Being used to the polluted 
Delaware River and other polluted rivers and lakes in the 
states | was very skeptical about this and decided to use 
only the pump water. We bathed in the icy lake water. 
There were other cabins along the sandy beach, but none 
within a couple hundred feet from us, so we were quite 
isolated. The whole area was swarming with vicious mos- 
quitoes and other biting insects, especially along the paths 
leading to the outhouse, the water pump and the ice- 
house, where they seemed to lay in wait for us. The 


screens of our cabin were not in good repair, so we used 
a lot of bug spray inside the cabin. Our landlord had 
instructed me how to get ice for the icebox. Ice tongs, a 
shovel and a large cross-cut saw were available in the ice- 
house. The procedure was to dig around in the sawdust 
until you located a block of ice. Usually this was a 100- 
pound block, often buried quite deep. You then used the 
saw to cut off a 25-pound block, the tongs to carry it to 
the lake where you would dip it in the water to wash 
away the clinging sawdust, then deposit it in the icebox, 
in which the maximum capacity was 25 pounds of ice. 
Surprisingly, the little box kept our food quite cold. | never 
saw anyone else at the icehouse. | paid the landlord for a 
week in advance and never saw him again. 


Despite all these inconveniences, we had a good time dur- 
ing that week. Our cabin was located on the east end of 
the lake, about 8 miles south of the city of North Bay over 
mostly dirt roads. We had rented a small rowboat but 
were warned not to venture more than a hundred feet or 
so from the shore because of treacherous winds which 
could mount some quite large waves and, if in the wrong 
direction, blow us out into the lake—a quite large lake 
compared with the average inland lake, but tiny compared 
with any of the five Great Lakes or Georgian Bay. An 
excursion boat made regular trips from North Bay, across 
the lake into the French River and all the way to Georgian 
Bay, stopping at various camps along the way. The four of 
us spent one entire day on this boat. At other times we 
rowed the little skiff along the shore, exploring little coves 
and inlets. The water was a little cold for swimming, but 
the boys went in several times, Louise and | just once - 
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except for washing. The area was a favorite spot for vaca- 
tioning campers, mostly Canadians but a few Americans 
also. The Canadians were very friendly and we became 
well acquainted with our neighbors, a couple from 
Toronto about our own age who, without children of their 
own, greatly fancied our two boys. 


The hamfest in North Bay was also quite enjoyable. As a 
representative of ARRL headquarters, | and my family were 
treated as honored guests and over the weekend | gave 
several talks. Also present as guests were Wibby 
Clemence, the Ontario SCM, and Alec Reid, VE2BE, the 
Canadian ARRL director from Montreal. The hamfest was 
held in a cabin complex surrounding a central hall. Louise 
and the boys were entertained by Inez Clemence and 
some of the other wives while Wibby, Alee and | attended 
meetings and visited cabins in the area. | spent quite a bit 
of time with Alec, who was a good personal friend, a little 
elderly but very lively. At our first meeting before the fes- 
tivities started he took me aside and warned me to make 
no references to the Canadian “privileged sanctuary" on 
75 meters. | jokingly protested that this had been a pri- 
mary topic of my prepared speech. Alec was already a bit 
tipsy and remained that way throughout most of the 
weekend. He frowned at me owlishly and said, "Georgie, 
you're a rascal! If you say one word about that I'll speak 
to Budlong and have you fired!" Of course | had no inten- 
tion of raising the subject, but Alec was apprehensive, and 
| kidded him about it. 


On Sunday afternoon Alec and | participated in the 
"Hidden Transmitter Hunt," an exercise in which the 
sponsoring club had established a transmitter in a "secret' 
location. It was a quite popular event, and over 20 cars 
equipped with mobile transmitters on 75 meters were 
involved, mine one of them. | had no DF equipment such 
as was used on many of the other cars, but knew my car 
antenna had certain directional characteristics, so we 
cruised around, watching the S-meter on my receiver as 
the signal from the hidden transmitter became steadily 
stronger. We almost found it, too. It was found by one of 
the other contestants a very short distance from where we 
were. Neither Alec nor | had ever participated in such an 
event before. We were the second to arrive at the hidden 
location, ahead of many who had sophisticated DF equip- 
ment attached to their cars. Unfortunately, there was no 
second prize. 


When the hamfest was about over and many of the par- 
ticipants had left, | was invited to a "fish fry" at one of 
the larger cabins. Louise and the boys had driven back to 
our little cabin in the woods and our host had volunteered 
to drive me there after the supper. We sat around drinking 
"807's" (beer) and shooting the breeze until the fishing 
expedition returned from the lake with the fish (whiting, | 
believe), which were then cleaned and fried in Wesson oil. 
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The fish was indeed excellent and afterward we indulged 
in stronger drink. | arrived at our cabin in a highly inebriat- 
ed state well after midnight. 


The next morning we were off to Ottawa, through 
Algonquin Provincial Park. While in Ottawa | visited with 
an Official of the Post Office, which at that time controlled 
amateur radio in Canada, and in the evening attended a 
club meeting and gave my usual talk. Our next stop was 
Montreal, where | had a good time practicing my high 
school French. During the day | visited some municipal 
government offices in the company of a local ham and 
had several talks about mutual civil defense communica- 
tions concerns. | was informed that the special meeting of 
amateurs that had been called to hear my talk had fallen 
through but my host, whose name and call | have com- 
pletely forgotten, invited me to his home to spend the 
evening with him and several local amateurs he had invit- 
ed to join us. It was a pleasant enough evening, but some 
of the guests could not (or would not) speak English, and 
my French was not fluent enough for conversation. This 
necessitated frequent translations and resulting lack of 
comfort. My host was a tall, handsome Canadian of 
French descent who spoke American English with no trace 
of accent. | greatly admired him. | have always suspected 
that the average French-speaking Canadian understands 
English perfectly well and that his refusal to speak English 
stems from the average English-speaking Canadian's 
refusal to speak French. In general, however, | have found 
Canadians to be very friendly and highly intelligent people 
and | revel in the closeness that amounts almost to same- 
ness. 


During all my trips, and even around town, | had a mobile 
rig in my car. During the historic and disastrous floods of 
1955 associated with Hurricane Diane | was on vacation at 
the farm. | believe this incident is reported elsewhere in 
my papers, but | will go through it again, risking that this

problems already...” 


version may differ in some details from any other. My car 
then was equipped with ten meter gear, which was the 
band most used those days for mobile operation, but 
when the tremendous downpours arrived making every 
rivulet a roaring cataract my mobile transmitter was not 
working; | was waiting for Ed to come down from P'burg 
to fix it for me. When the downpour stopped | could hear 
the roaring in the valley below our house and wondered 
about it. There was a “wet weather" brooklet down there 
but | could not imagine it being swelled enough to make 
that much noise. Then | received a telephone call from Ed 
saying that flooding was occurring in Easton already and 
much higher water was predicted, with a possibility of 30 
feet above normal, and that | was needed on the air with 
my mobile rig to assist with emergency communication. | 
told Ed my rig was not working. He "fixed" it for me over 
the telephone, a remedy so simple he said even | should 
have thought of it. Ed often "talked down" to me that 
way. | never resented it, because | felt | deserved it, but 
occasionally it was humiliating. In any case, | got on the 
air and reported to the station that had been set up at the 
City Hall in Easton. 


The predictions as to the extent of the flooding had been 
inaccurate. By the time the river reached its crest it was 
over 40 feet above normal and one of the two bridges 
across the Delaware at Easton had lost its middle span. 
Unfortunately, the telephone cable that connected Easton 
with Phillipsburg had been strung under this span, with 
the central in Easton, so Phillipsburg was completely cut 
off, not only from Easton but from all telephones in 
Phillipsburg itself, since all calls went through the Easton 
exchange. | understood plans were in existence for a 
Phillipsburg exchange but had not yet been implemented. 


| was asked to come to Easton for assignment, but 
warned not to come up the River Road (U.S.-611), which 
was partially inundated. | had to make my way through a 
seldom-used private dirt road which went from behind 
our house along the crest of the hill, through woods and 
meadows onto property of an adjoining farm, down into 
the next valley, then up over Morgan's Hill and into 
Easton's south side. Cedar Valley, the one to our north, 


had a creek down its middle which was overflowing its 
banks. The swift, muddy water was hub deep across the 
little stone bridge and full of debris, but | managed to get 
through it, up the other side and over the hill into Easton. 
But when | got to the Lehigh River crossing in Easton | 
found the bridge barricaded and a National Guardsman 
on duty. When | explained my mission, he said he had 
orders to let no one cross, that the bridge was apt to col- 
lapse at any time. | could see the muddy water slopping 
over the retaining wall and the debris collecting on the 
upstream side. | reported my dilemma to the City Hall 
operator (Clarence Snyder, W3PYF) who asked to speak to 
the guardsman. 


After much palaver involving civil defense and national 
guard spokesmen the barricade was opened and | was 
directed to proceed. “It's your funeral," the guardsman 
on duty told me. | got across the trembling bridge, already 
under almost a foot of water and swirling debris, only to 
find the approach at the other side even deeper. | put the 
wagon in low and pushed through it at 5 MPH, expecting 
momentarily to have the engine quit, but the old Chevy 
kept purring and | made it to the barricade, which was 
opened by another guardsman who yelled, "What the 
hell...?" 


When | arrived at City Hall | was told that all the other 
mobiles were out on assignment but that communication 
was badly needed with Carpentersville, on the New Jersey 
side of the river. This little village was almost directly 
across the river from Raubsville, the settlement nearest to 
our farm. We pored over some maps, figuring out a way 
to avoid low-lying areas which were apt to be flooded. 
Having been born and raised in the area, | was very famil- 
iar with the back roads. The River Road north of Easton 
was sure to be inundated in places so | was to proceed via 
back roads at higher elevations first to the bridge at 
Belvidere. If that bridge was closed, | would continue 
north to Portland, keep going up the river until | found a 
crossing, then come back down the Jersey side until | 
reached Carpentersville. There were rumors of a severe 
emergency situation there. but there was no communica- 
tion. 


It wasn't easy and took quite some time. The bridge at 
Belvidere was indeed closed, the approaches inundated, 
but the one at Portland was still available but restricted. | 
got across, after some difficulty with the authorities, and 
made my way, again by back roads, down river until | got 
near Carpentersville, where | found the road again barri- 
caded. The guardsman there was adamant, said he could 
let no one through without authority from his immediate 
CO. After much argument he finally let me walk down 
the road where a CD official had taken charge. It was a

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scene of complete desolation. The CD official said they had 
no communication at the moment but that a telephone 
company truck and a Civil Air Patrol unit were working on 
it. | told him | had direct communication with Easton via 
amateur radio from my car. He waved me away impatiently, 
saying he wanted no truck with amateurs, he had enough 
problems already and either the telephone company or the 
CAP would have him in touch with Allentown momentarily. 
| said | had communication with Easton now, and they 
could put him in touch with Allentown. He snorted and 
walked away from me. 


Frustrated, | started back to my car, but on the way | heard 
some beeping from a van parked alongside the road and 
investigated. It was the telephone company’s van, full of 
sophisticated equipment. | asked the operator how he was 
doing. He gave me a "Who the hell are you?" look, said he 
was working on it. | asked him where the CAP installation 
was and he waved vaguely in another direction. | found the 
CAP man full of confidence but so far having no success. 
So | went back to my car and reported to Clarence. He said 
to stand by and he'd try to get some authority on the 
mike, but meanwhile | should prepare a short dialogue 
regarding conditions in Carpentersville to be broadcast over 
a local Easton radio station. | took another walk down the 
road, talked with a few people, made some notes, went 
back to my car and scribbled a dispatch. When Clarence 
gave me the signal | read it over the air. It was taped in 
Easton and ten minutes later put on the air over WEST 
unchanged. | didn't have a broadcast receiver in the car, 
but Clarence said the people at WEST were very pleased 
with it - my first experience as a radio commentator. He 
then told me he could find no one who had authority over 
the CD official in Carpentersville and said | might as well 
return. | did so with a high sense of mission not accom- 
plished. | had traveled about 50 miles to reach a point only 
about two miles from where | started. It was late night 
when | finally got back to the farm, feeling completely 
exhausted and frustrated. 


| found out later that the Lehigh River bridge | had crossed 
had been inundated by six feet of muddy water but had 
not crumbled, that neither the CAP nor the telephone 
company had ever established emergency communication 
with Carpentersville, and that as bad as the flood had been 
in Pennsylvania and New Jersey, it had been even worse in 
Connecticut. When | got home there was six inches of 
water in my basement. 


It must have been some time in the 60's that Ed Handy and 
| attended a regional FCDA (Federal Civil Defense 
Administration) conference in Olney, MD, followed by a 
week's attendance at the Civil Defense Staff College there. 
Many CD officials attended both the conference and the 
college and we made many friends among them. In order 
to demonstrate emergency communications, | took the lit-

tle Gonset rig and receiver out of my car and set it up ina 
commons room inside the facility. We strung an antenna 
from a window to a nearby tree and proceeded to make 
amateur radio contacts by CW. At first it excited some 
curiosity among the attendees, but nobody seemed much 
impressed and as the operation continued some of them 
started complaining about the noise and | was asked to 
desist. It left me somewhat disgruntled. | got very little out 
of either the conference or the college course. The confer- 
ence was dominated by the telephone company and the 
course had little to do with communications. | felt it was 
two weeks wasted. 


Also in the 60's | recall one time when Ed Handy and | 
went in my car to Bradley Airport to collect three ARRL 
directors who were arriving for the annual Board of 
Directors meeting. On the way back to Hartford | demon- 
strated my mobile rig by conducting a QSO by CW. The 
traffic was heavy and fast on |-91, but I'd had plenty of 
experience driving while operating. The three directors, 
none of whom was adept at CW, sat silently and lividly as 
| pounded my knee key, talked over my shoulder to them 
and drove the car in heavy fast traffic simultaneously. | 
was quite surprised to hear reports, later, of their hair-rais- 
ing experience with that wildman Hart on the drive from 
the airport to Hartford. If | had used a microphone they 
would have thought nothing of it, but they couldn't 
understand how | could concentrate on sending CW and 
driving at the same time. It required no concentration for 
me. CW to me was like talking. 


Some time in the early 70’s, when Ed was contemplating 
moving from New Mexico to Florida and | was scheduled 
to attend the Florida Hamboree in Miami, we arranged a 
rendezvous in Miami. | did not drive my car on this trip 
but rented an Oldsmobile at the airport and put my 
newly-acquired 2-meter rig in it. Louise was with me. Ed 
and Pauline had driven his car all the way from New 
Mexico, fully equipped with mobile gear. We both arrived 
in Miami about the same time and made contact through 
a Miami repeater. There followed a confusing exchange of 
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directions (neither of us was familiar with the Miami area) 
and we seemed to be getting nowhere, when suddenly 
this Ford station wagon with several antennas passed me 
going in the opposite direction and | recognized it as Ed's 
car. | made a U-turn and caught up with him and we 
stopped at the first available parking area, About that 
time someone, | don't remember who, came on the 
repeater and asked if we were by any chance the “famous 
Hart brothers." When we confessed that this was so, he 
called Andy Clark, W4IYT, on the landline, who then came 
on the repeater and invited us to his house for dinner. The 
eight of us - Ed and Pauline, Andy and Betty Clark, Louise 
and |, and the other ham who had identified us and his 
wife - had a most pleasant evening at Andy's house in 
Miami Springs. Andy and Betty were prominent on the 
convention staff and we had many things to discuss. Andy 
showed us his roomfuls of sophisticated equipment, not 
all amateur-radio-related (he was employed at the airport 
as a radio operator and technician). Ed and Pauline said 
they had found a suitable place in Bonita Springs, across 
the peninsula north of Naples and would be moving there 
shortly. 


At the convention | renewed acquaintance with Evelyn 
Gauzens (W4WYR?) who was the perennial Hamboree 
chairman (chair person?) for a great many years and a vice 
director of ARRL' s Southeastern Division. Ed did not stay 
for the entire convention, on Sunday went back to Naples 
to spend a day or so with George Suydam, N4BM, to 
complete arrangements for their move. It was a weekend 
I'll long remember, during which | renewed many acquain- 
tances and made many more. 


On our 16 trips to Florida and back to spend winters in a 
warmer climate, | never went without a mobile rig in the 
car or the trailer | was pulling, or both. Usually | had an HF 
rig in the trailer and a 2-meter rig in the car. At first it was 
an 18-foot Shasta trailer pulled by a 1974 Ford Torino 
with a 351 engine. In 1983 | got rid of the Torino and 
bought a Chevy Suburban with a 454 engine. At first we 
left Louise's car at home and “Rented a Wreck" for her to 
use in Florida, because we were used to having our own 
cars. The rented used cars weren't bad or too expensive, 
but she didn't much like them, so a couple or three times 


we had professional drivers drive her car down and back. 
This didn't work out very well either because the car, after 
having been driven at high speed for 1500 miles, usually 
showed up with problems. So, starting in the late 80's 
Louise drove her own car while | drove the Suburban 
pulling the trailer, now a 22' Coachmen. We usually took 
about 5 days to make the trip, and when we drove sepa- 
rate cars we kept in touch on 2 meters. Of course Louise 
wasn't licensed and | don't know how legal this arrange- 
ment was, but | was prepared to make a case for its legal- 
ity on the basis of Louise being a “guest operator” of my 
station in my presence. She never did anything but press 
the mike button and talk to me, and we kept the 
exchanges to a minimum and very short. | kept her in 
front of me where | could see her (she drove a 1985 
Honda Accord) and she could see me in her rear view mir- 
ror. | did all the navigating, told her when to exit a free- 
way, what turns to make, when to make a rest stop or 
stop for lunch or for the night -and occasionally when too 
many cars or trucks got between us we could keep in 
touch so she wouldn't get panicky. It worked very well, 
until she started to show signs of approaching Alzheimer's 
disease which eventually put an end to our Florida win- 
ters. 


The details of these 16 (actually 32) trips are contained in 
a separate document entitled "Cars," so | won't go into 
them here except to relate a couple of incidents having to 
do with communicating. 


Louise's little Honda looked like so many other Hondas on 
the road that confusion occasionally occurred. One time 
on the road when the traffic was heavy, cars and trucks 
were passing us rapidly and getting between us (we main- 
tained a steady 60 MPH and | stayed a respectful distance 
behind her because she could stop much quicker than | 
could) my attention was momentarily diverted and | lost 
track of her. | told her to slow down and let some cars 
pass her so | could come up behind her again. After a 
time the car in front of me pulled out and passed and 
there was the beige Honda Accord. | relaxed. 


Suddenly the Honda pulled out and started passing a long 
line of cars. | pulled out after it and stayed as close behind 
as was consistent with safety. | assumed Louise had 
become impatient and decided to get ahead of the line, 
but when my speedometer showed 70 | pressed my mike 
button and said, “Why the sudden burst of speed?" 

"| was just going to ask you that," she replied. "You 
passed me like a shot several miles back. "The little Honda 
disappeared into the traffic far ahead and | realized | had 
been chasing a stranger. 


The same sort of thing happened again at another time 
when | saw the little Honda two cars ahead of me sud- 
denly take an exit. "Hey!" | yelled into my mike. “This 
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isn't our exit!" Come to find out, there were two nearly 
identical Hondas two cars ahead, and the one that turned 
off wasn't Louise. | almost followed a strange car out the 
exit. 


When you miss an exit on a limited access highway you 
have to take the next exit, hope you can cross over and 
come back in the opposite direction or, if you don't over- 
shoot it too far, get off on the shoulder and very cautious- 
ly back up to the exit. One windy day as we started enter- 
ing the New Jersey Turnpike, headed south, Louise went 
through the entrance gate, | right behind her, but they 
stopped me, said that because of high winds travel trailers 
weren't allowed on the turnpike (but truck trailers were!). 
| grabbed my mile and told Louise to pull over and wait 
for me while | argued with them. They brooked no argu- 
ment, told me to pull into the parking area of the nearby 
Turnpike Authority administration building and go in and 
consult an officer for an alternate route. | did so, instruct- 
ed Louise to back up on the shoulder until she could see 
me, then follow me. It was a delicate operation for her, 
although she was only a few hundred feet away, but we 
accomplished it. Without the 2-meter link she would have 
been miles down the turnpike before she discovered | 
wasn't behind her. 


The busy Turnpike Authority officer ignored me at first, 
then treated me in a very peremptory manner. | walked 
out in high dudgeon, went out the parking area exit onto 
U.S.-9, this time with Louise in back of me, intending to 
stop at the first available pullout and study the road map. 
While going over a long bridge Louise suddenly came on 
the radio telling me that the awning on the trailer was 
coming loose, apparently due to the high winds. | immedi- 
ately stopped and tried to refasten it, standing on a 
retaining wall, but the wind was blowing so hard that my 
fingers quickly numbed (it was early December). | got back 
in the Suburban and we crept across the bridge, found an 
empty parking area where a new motel was being built, 
pulled in and parked. | again tried to refasten the awning, 
without success. | told Louise we'd have to spend the 
night there, that we'd be quite comfortable because we 


were carrying a 1200-watt portable a.c. generator in the 
trunk of the Honda.

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Novice History Institutionalization 


Part 4 in a Series for the QCWA Journal 
by Cliff Cheng, Ph.D., AC6C, formerly WN6JPA (1975) 
Novice Historical Society, www.

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a 
well documented “history.” This “history” was compiled from 
many sources (see endnote); some of them are contradictory. 
This history is incomplete and should be regarded as a work in 
progress. There is an absence of YL, minorities, disabled hams 
and hams from the U.S. territories in this history for they are his- 
torically under-represented in ham radio. 


Welcome to our fourth article in series of articles on the novice 
era in the history of amateur radio. Earlier articles examined the 
structure of the license, the 1951 novices and the Novices of the 
early-1950s. The series is largely based on the stories and pho- 
tos shared by hams who started as Novices on the website of 
the Novice Historical Society, www.Novice.bappy.com. Please visit 
and share your own Novice story and photos. 


By the mid-1950s the Novice license was clearly a hit! It had 
become institutionalized; part of the fabric of ham radio cul- 
ture. 


Al Cammarata, W3AWU, who was WN3AWU as a Novice, was 
told “if we received a large envelope from FCC in a couple 
weeks (after taking the Novice exam) it meant that we had 
failed. If we passed, it could take up to two months and to 
look for a small envelope with your license.” 


Like most of us, little Dan Smith, now K6PRK, waited anxiously 
for our Novice ticket to arrive. Dan was a 15-year-old high 
school student novice in Walnut Creek, California in 1954. After 
6 weeks of waiting for his Novice ticket, Dan forgot to check his 
mail box. That was the day his Novice ticket came, KN6ERV. 
1956 Georgia novice Ray Colbert, W5XE waited for 20 weeks to 
get KN4LNE. 


In 1955, 23-year-old Denver, CO, man Gene Schonrock, now 
W6EAJ, called home from work everyday to see if his Novice 
ticket arrived from the FCC. One day it did. Gene suddenly got 
"sick" and had to rush home. We he arrived he had his Globe 
Scout transmitter and Hallicrafter's receiver ready to get on the 
air. A Hawaiian Novice answered his first CQ! 


Some Novices like Gene and Dan had a rig ready to get on the 
air as soon as his Novice ticket arrived; an ARC-5 in Dan's case. 
Others of us, adopted a wait and see attitude. We waited until 
we had a license in our hand before building or buying a radio. 
Some of us could not believe that we would actually become a 
"HAM": that the FCC would really let us talk on the radio! We 
were in a state of disbelief until we actually got the license in 
our hot little hands. Once Al got his ticket, he had to earn 
money from his paper route before he could afford to buy a 
Hallicrafters $-85 and later the Johnson Viking Adventurer kit 
before getting on the air. Dan Girand, W5ARB, had Johnson 
Viking ll, Viking Match Box, National receiver and vertical anten- 


na ready to go but he did not connect them until he actually got 
his license. 


1954 may have been the last year Novices were examined by 
FCC Examiners. Carl Yaffey, K8NU or WN4EZB as a Novice, was 
examined in 1954 at the FCC Field Office in Norfolk, VA. Dan 
Marks, KN6IQF, who used to be K6IQF, was examined at the FCC 
Field Office in Los Angeles. Sometime later, proctors, hams gave 
the test and sent the exam to the FCC for grading. There was no 
instant gratification or bad news about the results of the test. It 
could take a few months for the FCC to grade and issue a fail- 
ure letter or a license. To become a proctor, one needed to be at 
least 18 years old and have at least a General class license. 


Conditional novices continued to be examined by proctor. 
Fourteen-year-old, Ron Lago, WNOTMI, AC7DX these days, lived 
too far from an FCC office or travel exam site in 1954 in 
Wichita, Kansas. Ron got his Novice and later his General as 
conditional licenses. 


Many Novices struggled to get their code speed up to 13wpm 
so they could pass a General code exam. Dan recalls with regret 
getting on 2M AM as a Novice. He was able to copy 10wpm 
solidly before he started talking on 2M. Then his code speed 
plummeted to the point he could not pass the general code 
exam and his Novice expired (read more of Dan’s story at 
www.Novice.bappy.com). There was a one year time limit in 
those days. One could not get a second Novice. 


18-year-old Dillman, PA, Dave Germeyer, WN3BJG, was one 
Novice who bucked the trend. He did not have a HF rig but 
operated Modulated CW (A2) with his Gonset 2M AM phone 
rig. He became proficient enough to pass his 13wpm General 
code test and join the Navy as a CW operator. Maywood, Illinois 
Novice Paul Johnston, W9PJ, was exceptional as a Novice, 
WNS9OPD. He earned a 25wpm code proficiency certificate from 
ARRL! He also worked 47 of the 48 states and about 35 to 40 
countries as a novice. Delaware was a hard one to get many 
Novices. 


There were different methods of learning the code. 1953 
Novice, Paul Danzer, KN6DGR, now Nill, recalls “I learned code 
by renting a paper tape machine called an Instructograph, for 
fifty cents a week. It had two spools for the paper tape, a vari- 
able speed motor drive, metal contacts that read the dots and 
dashes cut through the paper tape, and a vacuum tube tone 
oscillator.” Dick Zalewski, W7ZR (see picture) was loaned an 
Instructograph so he could become KN2JSP. 


After school once a week, Al practiced CW with tape and 
copied CW off the air at home on his Philco shortwave/AM 
receiver. The Philco did not have a BFO. Al learned CW by mem- 
orizing blocks of 5 or more characters and eventually earned 
WN3AWU. 
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Some of us were very nervous the first time we got on the air. 
L.B. Cebik, W4RNL, SK, who would grow up to be the high 
priest of ham radio antennas, was not immune to nervousness 
as a 1954 Novice, WN4RNL. L.B. froze with fear half-way 
through his first QSO. Fortunately his dad, Jim Cebik, a former 
ham, 1ATG, and then W3BUK came to his rescue (read more of 
L.B.’s story at www.Novice.bappy.com). 


For some of us our first time on the air was fruitless. Jack 
Schmidling, K9ACT or KN9ACT in 1955, did not get any replies 
to his seemingly endless CQs until his neighbor got on the air 
and answered Jack's CQ. For others like Cam Harriot, KIGKW, 
who was stationed at the Coast Guard station in Alaska in 1956 
and managed to work Australia. Having a DX novice call 
WL7DDW helped! 


In this time period, Novices were granted 40M CW privileges; 
7,150 to 7.200. 


Not every Novice found a welcome on-the-air. Fred Jensen, 
K6DGW reports when he was an 1953 Novice, he used to hear - 
“CQ, CQ, CQ, THIS IS W6EHLH — NO KIDS, NO LIDS, NO SPACE 
CADETS.” Fred was at his elmer’s station using his elmer’s call. 
He answered Blackie, W6HLH’'s CQ and told him he was using 
his elmer’s call and was 14 years old. Blackie did not come back 
to Fred and went on and called —CQ, CQ, CQ, THIS IS W6HLH 
— NO KIDS, NO LIDS, NO SPACE CADETS.” This incident Fred 
experienced was a backlash to Novices which was more overt 
than other negative attitudes towards Novices we have heard of. 


Ham radio also starts lifelong friendships. Steve Jensen, W6RHM, 
ex-WN6RHM, still is friends with his first QSO in 1952, Jim 
Leighty, W6UJX, that we met in the last installment of the 
QCWA Novice History Series. In this installment, a lifelong 
friendship was started by ham radio between two young 
teenage Memphis boys. In 1953, 11-year-old Quent Cassen, 
now Wé6RI, earned WN4YMG. Two years later, Quent’s friend, 
12- year-old Clint Sprott, Ph.D., earned KN4BOM, now W9AV. 
They were inseparable with one another and with ham radio. In 
the ham community in Memphis, they were referred to as the 
CQ Twins. Al and his 1955 novice friends were dubbed the 
“Junior Birdmen” by older hams. Some of them are still in touch 
over ham radio to this day. 


Like many hams of that era, the CQ Twins built their own 40M 
CW transmitters. Clint earned money by mowing lawns. Quent 
was a paper boy. 10 meters was wide open in those days. On 
weekends they got up early and worked Europeans all day until 
just before evening when the Japanese and Australians came in 
before the band closed. They eventually earned their 35wpm 
ARRL code proficiency certificates. They both moved from 
Memphis; Clint to Madison where is a physics professor at the 
University of Wisconsin, and Quent to San Diego where is an 
electrical engineer. They still use ham radio to nurture their life- 
long friendship! (read more of the CQ Twin’s story at 
www.Novice.bappy.com). 


Occasionally ham radio nurtured more than a lifelong friendship. 


1956 Novice Dan Cron, W6SBE, or KNSELI as a Novice, met his 
future wife, Penny, K6GGB, through ham radio. He QSO’ed with 
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Photo from 1954. Dick Zalewski, W7ZR, (then KN2JSP). 


her dad. When her dad invited him over for an eyeball, he met 
her. They are still married after 46 years! 


Carl Yaffey, K8NU, or WN4EZB, as a Novice built a 6AG7 trans- 
mitter from the popular book “How To Become a Radio 
Amateur”. Mike Branca, W3IRZ, got started in 1956 as WN3HCI 
(see accompanying photo). Until his key went silent in 1993, 
Mike's entire ham career starting with building a 6L6 transmitter 
as a Novice was one homebrew or kit building project after 
another. 


Dick Zalewski, W7ZR, then KN2JSP, was one of the early 
Heathkit Novices. He built a AT-1 in 1954. Jack Burks, KACNW, 
would do the same in 1955. The AT-1 kit cost Jack $29.95; a lot 
of money in those days for a 14-year-old who worked as a 
church janitor for $.50 an hour. Jack’s National SW-54 receiver 
cost $49.95. Keith Synder, KN6VRU, in Los Angeles, who is now 
KE7IOW, built a Heathkit DX-35 transmitter. As a Novice, Bill 
Penhallegon, W4STX, or KN9CTD, built an 807 transmitter, and 
homebrewed QSL cards, with a picture of what else, an artillery 
piece since he was a twenty-five-year-old Army officer, 1956. 


When the Novice license came out in 1951, the ham radio man- 
ufacturers under-estimated the popularity of the new license and 
the market it would create. Viking would make the Adventurer 
and Edico would also make Novice transmitter kits. Dick still has 
his AT-1 and accompanying National S38C receiver and they still 
work! 


Bob Brown, W4YFJ, tells a story of his beloved Hallicrafter’s S20- 


R receiver he had as a 1954 Novice, WN4FXO, in Arlington, 
Virginia.

The $20-R was in perfect shape for one built back in the late 30s. 
No scratches, rust or dust. The only thing wrong was for some 
reason it had white paint on the line cord as if some one painted 
a room and did not move the cord when they painted. | lent this 
receiver to a friend of mine in the early 60's in order for him to 
learn the code. Never got it back. For some strange reason, | 
wanted a S20R when | was about 65 years old. | had been look- 
ing for one in good shape at hamfests and simply could not find 
one. | placed a query out on the Internet looking for one in good 
shape. | got an answer from someone out in California and he 
said that he had 15 of them. He said send me $700 and | will 
send you my best one. | got it in the mail in perfect shape, no 
scratches, no rust, no dust and it worked. Only one thing 
wrong....lt had white paint on the line cord. | surely wish that | 
had kept track of the serial number. 


Some of us have stories of interference like Paul Danzer: 


My Novice days, or almost Novice days, culminated in receiving 
an official FCC notice that a neighbor was complaining about my 
station. TVI? No, she claimed | was interfering with her washing 
machine. Remember, these were the days of electromechanical 
timers — washing machines did not have the electronics they have 
today. These were also kinder, more gentle days. | called the FCC 
office and asked what to do. After the FCC engineer stopped 
laughing, he told me just to reply to their letter that | have exam- 
ined my 6L6 transmitter and can find no way it could be interfer- 
ing with the washing machine in question. 


Yes Paul, the Novice era started in a more innocent time.
